Jimmy Jemail asked 9 men and women in 
the October 8 issue of Sports Illustrated. 

“Everything depends on a little bitty 
man. with a little bitty cap and a size-2 
shoe.” said Mrs. E. Barry Ryan. 

“Over a long pull, a good rider can win 
races that poor riders will lose.” said 
Frank E. Kilroe, and Max Hirsch thought 
that “with a really great horse... and 
a number of good jockeys to choose from, 
I'd say that the jockey amounts to about 
25 per cent of the race, but no more.” 

Mrs. C. V. Whitney: “He is as im- 
portant to his horse as a conductor to an 
orchestra, because a horse race is a sym- 
phony in motion.” 

Mrs. Arden J. Brake: “Give me the 
good horse in a race, and you can have 
your pick of jockeys.” 

John V. Bouvier III: “In the average 
horse race a good jockey is worth about 
75 per cent of the race and the horse 25 
per cent.” 

Mrs. H. Burnett Robinson held that a 
“name” jockey couldn’t keep a horse from 
wanting to stop. Belmont Evans said that 
a jockey was 5 per cent of a horse in 
good condition, and Charles H. Wacker 
thought that a good jockey was needed 
to get a good performance out of a good 
horse.

Veterinarians hurried to the barn, more 
X-rays were taken, and early the next day 
abone specialist, Dr. E. Jenney, was called 
in from the University of Pennsylvania. 
Meanwhile. trainer James Fitzsimmons 
sent from New York a sling which could 
be used to suspend Swaps, relieving the 
pressure from the bad leg. 

The new X-rays showed the cannon bone 
shattered to the distal end. The 2 fractures 
now extended from the middle of the 
cannon all the way to the fetlock joint. 

Dr. Jenney proposed that the colt be 


should he choose to rest himself, all he 
needed to do was allow his body to sag 
about an inch, to take most of the weight 
off the legs. 

Dr. Miller said that on the morning of 
October 17 the horse was resting comfort- 
ably. His food was before him, he had 
eaten some, and his bowels were working 
normally.

Johnny Longden, who rode Mr. Sam S., 
lodged a claim of foul after the race, 
maintaining that Ralph Neves, astride 
Prince Khaled, had fouled him between 
the 314- and 3-furlong markers. After 
viewing the movies. stewards took down 
the number of Prince Khaled. placing 
him behind Mr. Sam S. So the official 
order of finish became Swirling Abbey, 
Mr. Sam S.. and Prince Khaled, which 
had run 6 furlongs in 1:08+5 —the fast- 
est time ever recorded by a 2-year-old 
around a turn. 

In lodging his protest General Kratz 
said that. in his opinion, the stewards 
erred, and he asked that the purse and 
trophy be awarded to his colt, and that 
his time record be preserved. 

General Kratz obtained the well known 
attorney Jerry Giesler to represent him 
at the hearing, and the latter’s questions 
dealt less with whether Prince Khaled 
fouled Mr. Sam S. than with a statement 
issued by presiding steward Wendell P.

Neves also testified that Prince Khaled 
bore out after the break, and that his 
saddle had slipped. After he got his 
horse under control, he came in gradually. 
looked around, and saw no one on the 
inside of him. 

“T think there was room on the inside 
of me at all times,” Neves said. “There 
was no physical contact between the 
horses that I was aware of.” Asked if 
he had fouled any horse in the race. 
Neves replied, “Definitely not.” 

Neves said that in 22 years of riding 
he never had heard of a horse being dis- 
qualified in California for a foul commit- 
ted on the backstretch. 

Cassidy stated he has been a presiding 
steward for 11 years, and this was the 
first time he had ever disqualified a horse 
for a foul on the backstretch. 

“This was the most flagrant foul I have 
ever seen,” Cassidy stated. 

Several times during the hearing Cas- 
sidy flared up, particularly when Neves 
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testified that jockeys had been told by 
Cassidy at the start of the Hollywood 
Park meeting that they could not claim a 
foul away from the gate or down the 
backstretch. Cassidy denied with consid- 
erable heat making such a statement, and 
said that he was prevented by Giesler 
and Chief Deputy Atty. Gen. William V. 
O°Connor from questioning Neves further 
on this subject. Cassidy said that Neves 
admitted to him during a recess period 
that he might have been mistaken. 


Two important points brought out dur- 
ing the hearing were that all 3 stewards 
—Cassidy, J. J. Tunney, and W. C. 
Buchanan — were in complete agreement 
that Prince Khaled had fouled Mr. Sam 
S., and Cassidy and Longden were not the 
only ones who thought Mr. Sam S. had 
hit the rail. While not so positive, Tun- 
ney testified that “it appeared to us (the 
stewards) that Mr. Sam S. may have 
hit the rail.” 

Late in the hearing Giesler introduced 
William W. Harper, of Pasadena, a con- 
sulting physicist, who made use of 2 
model horses, a cardboard track, and a 
light to simulate the sun in an attempt to 
prove that the angle of distortion amount- 
ed to 37 per cent in such films. 

“The telephoto lens pushes everything 
into one plane.” Harper stated, “and 
there might actually be a difference of 
3 to 5 feet, depending upon how far apart 
the horses are.” 

The last witness was General Kratz, 
who identified himself as an electronics 
engineer with racing as a hobby. He 


read a statement in which he said that 
“if all such incidents at the first turn are 
called fouls, then it is my opinion that 
about half of all races would result jn 
disqualification and utter chaos at the 
race tracks of the nation.”

Chanteclair, by Chanteur Ii—Break of 
Day. by Hyperion, has proved the most 
consistent 3-year-old in the Scandinavian 
countries this year. His victories include 
the Danish and Norwegian Derbys and 
the Swedish St. Leger. He will be the 
first Scandinavian horse to compete in 
Laurel’s big race. 

Le Pretendant’s invitation was extended 
after Sir Winston’s 3-year-old colt scored 
a surprise victory over High Veldt in the 
Cumberland Lodge Stakes at Kempton 
Park on October 13. Previously he had 
won a maiden race and the Churchill 
Stakes at Ascot in June. He is by the 
1944 Epsom Derby winner Ocean Swell 
out of Cybele II, by the French Derby 
winner Chateau Bouscaut. 


KENTUCKY 
Weather Good, Fillies Fast 


The weather was clear and unusually 
warm for October in Kentucky, the newly 
done-over course at Keeneland was faster 
than it ever had been, and the meeting 
which opened October 9 found the Lexing: 
ton track with the best talent it ever had 
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Horse 


for fall racing. The emphasis was on 
fillies and mares, and the new Spinster 
Stakes of October 19 was going to have 
one of the best fields ever seen at Keene- 
land. 

Two-year-old fillies were tested in the 
Alcibiades Stakes on Saturday. October 
13. Charlton Clay’s big,  fine-quality 
Leallah. beaten only once in 7 previous 
races. gained an easy victory, as she was 
expected to do, but her race was only 
slightly more impressive than that of 
Hasty House Farm’s Bluebility, a $14,000 
Keeneland sales yearling which came from 
a distant last to finish within 214 lengths 
of the winner. Early this week Mr. and 
Mrs. Allie E. Reuben announced that they 
would make the big Blue Swords filly. 
bred by Mereworth Farm, a supplement- 
ary entry to the Gardenia Stakes at Gar- 
den State Park. 

The race at Keeneland was Leallah’s 
last of the year; on Sunday trainer Mack 
Miller sent her to John Ward’s farm over- 
looking the Keeneland backstretch, where 
she will be let down before being turned 
out at her owner’s farm in Bourbon 
County. She will be back for more rac- 
ing next year. 

“She retired sound,” young Miller said. 
“We never had any trouble with her at 
all, except last May, when her ankles 
began to fill a little.” 

The ankles never got very bad. and the 
next month in New York she began a 
string of 5 consecutive victories. Her only 
defeat was in Splendored’s Princess Pat 
Stakes, on a sloppy track at Washington 
Park. 


The Claiborne Fillies 


Claiborne Farm won 3 of the first 4 
daily features. On October 9, the open- 
ing day, trainer Moody Jolley sent out 
Nantua, which won at 6 furlongs. Next 
day it was the strapping 3-year-old Double- 
dogdare. She scampered out of the gate in 
good position, clung near the pace of 
Reverie Knoll Farm’s Leather Kid, a 5- 
year-old *Ambiorix gelding, turned on the 
steam in the last sixteenth, and won by a 
length in 1:10. 

Doubledogdare’s time last year would 
have equaled Dogoon’s track record. But 
Keeneland this fall tore up its old track, 
put down a new drainage system, and 
rebuilt the surface. The result was a 
strip which had allowed Mrs. J. A. Good- 
win’s Oil Painting to set a new mark of 
1:0945 only 3 races before Doubledog- 
dare’s appearance. 

On October 11 Claiborne’s odds-on 
favorite Round Table, winner last spring 
of Keeneland’s Lafayette Stakes, beat 4 
whers in the 6-furlong feature, and the 
text day the stable came back with Delta. 

The *Nasrullah—Bourtai filly, which 
had won 4 stakes this year in Chicago, 
beating colts as well as fillies and mares, 
never looked better than she did at 
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Brookmeade Stable’s Flower Bowl, Willie Shoemaker up, stands in the winner’s 
circle at Belmont Park after the $50,000 Ladies Handicap on October 12. 
the first win for Flower Bowl, which is by *Alibhai—Flower Bed, by *Beau 
Pere, since she took the $110,000-added Delaware Handicap on June 30. 


Keeneland. Although not nearly as large 
as her stablemate. she easily was the 
best-looking in the paddock. But on the 
race track she took second place to Mrs. 
Ada L. Rice’s Nimble Doll, Pet Bully’s 
half-sister. which ran the Beard Course (7 
furlongs and 184 feet) in 1:2644. just two- 
fifths of a second slower than the track 
record. Delta failed to improve in the 
final yards, finishing second by a_ neck, 
and worked out an extra furlong. 

The fastest 6 furlongs of the first 6 days 
was done by E. Gay Drake’s Swoon’s Son, 
which had grown considerably since his 
appearance at Keeneland last fall, and he 
stripped beautifully. The son of The 
Doge took command on the stretch turn, 
pulled off to a commanding lead, and 
crossed the finish in 1:0915, taking three- 
fifths of a second from Oil Painting’s 
week-old mark. Doubledogdare, with 
Brooks simply waving his stick at her. 
was gaining through the stretch, and 
worked an extra eighth. 


Latonia Moving Ahead 


Backed up by the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission, officials of the new La- 
tonia race track at Florence, Ky., this 
week announced plans for the construc- 
tion of the one-mile track. Latonia is 
scheduled to conduct its first meeting in 
the fall of 1957. 

Three weeks ago Zoltan Gombos, chair- 
man of the Ohio State Racing Commis- 
sion, protested to the Kentucky commis- 
sion the granting of a license to Latonia. 
Gombos said, “We are fearful that the 
operation of another track adjacent to 
Cincinnati would inevitably result in com- 
petition between tracks for the limited 
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number of dollars available for wagering 
in the area. Such a condition would cer- 
tainly not advance the best interests of 
racing in either Ohio or Kentucky.” (The 
Blood-Horse of October 6, page 865). 

Last week Leslie Combs II, chairman 
of the Kentucky commission, wrote Gom- 
bos that the Kentucky commissioners had 
“thoroughly studied the advisability of 
additional racing in the area.” 

Said Combs: “We concluded after 
months of careful deliberation that this 
model race plant, owned and operated by 


_men of unquestionable character, located 


within easy reach of Cincinnati, Coving- 
ton, Newport, Louisville, and Lexington, 
will do much to perpetuate the high 
standards of the Thoroughbred industry. 

“We are convinced that this track, lo- 
cated within a few miles of Kentucky’s 
famous Blue Grass region, will be of ma- 
terial value to the breeders of this area 
in their never-ending efforts to improve 
the breed of the Thoroughbred.” 

Matt Winn Williamson, president of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club, which will operate 
Latonia, said the track site would be 
graded and roads would be built through 
the 450-acre area this fall. Construction 
of the grandstand-club house and the 
barns will not begin until April 1. Wil- 
liamson said he expected the track to be 
“completely ready” by late August, 1957. 

Williamson announced 2 additions to 
the track’s staff: Fred Capps, who has 
worked at several race tracks in the East 
and Midwest, will be maintenance super- 
intendent, and David O. Evans, New Jer- 
sey construction executive and Thorough- 
bred breeder, will serve as a member of 
the board of directors. 
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STUD NEWS 


*Nasrullah Nears Record 


When 2 sons and a daughter of *Nas- 
rullah on October 13 swept the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup. Belmont Futurity, and 
Alcibiades Stakes (see Stakes and Horses) 
they sent their sire to within striking 
distance of Bull Lea’s all-time record. To 
that date the progeny of *Nasrullah had 
put to his credit a total of $1.216.317 in 
first money, plus second and third money 
in stakes. Another $200,000 probably can 
be credited to him for placing in races 
other than stakes and for fourth-place in 
stakes. 

The record for a sire in a single season 
was established by Bull Lea in 1952, when 
his get earned $1,630,655. The son of 
*Bull Dog had 11 winners of 41 stakes 
races that year. So far this vear *Nas- 
rullah’s 8 stakes winners have won 24 
stakes races. 

In 1955, with but 2 American crops 
representing him at the races. *Nasrullah 
led the sire list with $1,433.660. falling 
about $200.000 short of Bull Lea’s record. 
The 16-year-old son of Nearco last year 
had 7 stakes winners of 20 added-money 
events. 


Latfango Dies 


Laffango, whose retirement to stud was 
announced early this month (The Blood- 
Horse of October 6, page 892), died on 
October 16 at C. J. Wade's Steele Run 
Farm, near Lexington. Cause of death was 
thought to be a compaction of the bowels. 
About 11 a. m. on the 16th the horse 
appeared in distress, and he died about 3 
hours later. 

A 6-year-old horse by Errard—Lovely 
Girl, by Vito, Laffango was bred by Wade, 
who sold him to the Trio Stable of Jack 
Lieberman and Abe Giddings for $4,600 
at the 1951 Keeneland fall sales. At 2, 
Laffango was the second best of his year, 
taking the Champagne, Garden State. 
Tyro, and Sapling Stakes. He was given 
123 pounds in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. 

Injuries restricted Laffango’s opportuni- 
ties at 3, 4, and 5, but he was a winner 
each season. At 3 he won the Experiment- 
al Free Handicap and a division of the 
Gotham Stakes, and the following year 
he accounted for the Interbovough Handi- 
cap. In 4 seasons he won 14 of 37 starts, 
earned $198,480. 


Turk's Delight to Stud 


Ellwood Johnston and Ted Tepper last 
week announced their purchase of a con- 
troling interest in Turk’s Delight. The 
5-year-old son of *Alibhai has been moved

Turk’s Delight was bred by Calumet

at 2, Turk’s Delight won one of 4 starts at 
3 and 5 of his 13 starts at 4. This year 
he started 5 times against some of the best 
horses at Santa Anita Park, where he won 
one of 5 starts and was second to Bobby 
Brocato in the San Marcos and Santa 
Anita Handicaps. In the Santa Anita 
Handicap he pulled up lame, and he later 
was found to have a broken bone in his 
left fore foot. In 3 seasons of campaign- 
ing he won 7 of his 22 starts and $59,550. 

Turk’s Delight is out of the high-class 
race mare Blue Delight, dam of the stakes 
winners All Blue, Real Delight, Princess 
Turia, and Bubbley. 


Dr. Stearns Elected 


Dr. Daniel C. Stearns, owner and opera- 
tor of the Euclid Veterinary Clinic, Cleve- 
land, has been elected a trustee of the 
Ohio Thoroughbred Horseman’s Associa- 
tion.

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CURRAGH STOCK FARM 


Building on *Stock 


One of California’s newest Thorough- 
bred nurseries has been fashioned dur- 
ing the last 2 years by Edward M. Goe- 
mans. a former Milwaukee attorney who 
developed the Curragh Stock Farm, 90 
acres in the San Fernando Valley’s Canoga 
Park, some 30 miles northwest of down- 
town Los Angeles. 

Heading his stud is *Curragh King, a 
6-year-old chestnut horse by *Nasrullah— 
*Early Sunrise, by Sol Oriens. *Curragh 
King was bred to a few mares in 1955 as 
a check on the kind of foals he’d get, and 
the results were such that 29 mares were 
bred to him this year, with at least 35 
planned for his 1957 book. California 
horsemen are impressed by the looks of 
the first crop, now weanlings, and Goe- 
mans says, “If he doesn’t make a sire, 
Ill get rid of all my stock in a hurry.” 

Although lightly raced, *Curragh King 
demonstrated keen speed. At 3 he won 
the 9-furlong Arkansas Derby, missing a 
track record by two-fifths of a second. At 
4 he set a new Hollywod Park track record 
of 1:2115 in the 7-furlong Lakes and 
Flowers Handicap. with such horses as 
Imbros, Rejected, Berseem, and By Zeus 
behind him; and at the same meeting he 
won the Argonaut Handicap in 1:3544 
and lost the Inglewood Handicap by a 
thin nose to High Scud, which ran the 
1, miles in 1:42. 

Goemans said, “He never did get to try 
a real distance, like a mile and a half, 
which he preferred.” 


Also standing at the farm are *Calstone, 
a chestnut of 1947, by Fair Trial—* Bebe. 
by Bois Roussel, and Bullroot, a bay of 
1946. by Bull Lea—Bloodroot, by Blue 
Larkspur. 

Of the 28 broodmares, mostly young 
ones, 17 are imported. For the present, 
at least. Goemans is concentrating on 
market breeding and is selling at Del Mar. 


Torts to Thoroughbreds 


Goemans spent many years in the study 
and practice of law, but his association 
with horses antedates that with torts and 
contracts. 

“My uncle had a ranch in Nebraska,” 
he said, “and in the fall he’d ship a car- 
load of horses into the Milwaukee area 
to break and sell to farmers. Quite often 
a saddle horse for me was included, as 
we had plenty of room on our 20 acres 
on the outskirts of the city. 

“T had all kinds of horses, including 
Palominos and Paints, before a doctor 
friend sold me 3 Thoroughbred fillies. 
Two of them trained fairly well—I sent 
them out here to Billi Molter—and the 
other one, Barbie K, produced Judy, win- 
ner of some $11,000 (from 1951-52), so 
maybe my first venture didn’t turn out 
too badly on the whole.” 

In 1950, he was at the Dublin sales in 
Ireland, going to $14,000 for *Royal Rain- 
bow, a yearling filly by *Royal Charger, 
whose first crop had not reached the races 
at that time. Goemans also bought a 
*Royal Charger yearling filly named

*Royal Spear II, one by Rockefella, and 
a couple of others. 

*Royal Rainbow won at 3, and *Royal 
Spear IL was in the money 7 out of 19 
starts before they were retired to the 
broodmare band at 4. 

In 1951, Goemans acquired *Curragh 
King and some other horses at the 
Dublin sales. The next year he retired 
*Calstone to stud and bought Bullroot, 
so the importance of establishing his own 
farm was pressing. He looked in other 
sections of the country and all through 
southern California before coming across 
the Canoga Park acreage, which for years 
had been planted in alfalfa and other 
grains, and had been used for pure-bred

Accommodations 


A knoll rises gently in the center of the 
farm, and on its crest stands the ranch. 
style residence. The land has a base of 
limestone, outcroppings of which are 
visible at higher elevations. A_ private 
road circles the base of the knoll, giving 
easy access to the paddocks ranged op 
either side. 

As horses arrive they are taken to one 
of the 6 dry paddocks, where they are 
wormed before being turned out with 
others. This practice, and the fact the 
land has been used such a short time for 
horses. has simplified parasite-control. 

“The first week in June we tubed 3 
mares, 3 foals, and 3 yearlings, finding 
no worms at all and only a few bots.” 
Goemans said. 

A screened opening about 2 feet high 
extends around the top of the walls of a 
12-stall broodmare barn, providing excel- 
lent ventilation while keeping down flies, 
The openings can be covered by panels 
in rare cases of severe weather. 

Mares are not stalled at night until 2 
or 3 days before their foaling date. A 
removable partition permits 2 stalls to be 
converted into one 12-by-24 feet, and there 
is another 12-by-18 for foaling mares. 

“If it’s sunny, we'll turn a mare and 
her foal out the first day, stalling them 
again at night, of course,” Goemans said. 
“A foal gets a halter by the time it’s 3 
days old.” 

Goemans plans to build a corral in the 
center of the barren mares’ pasture for 
his teaser, “Hot Stuff,” a 6-year-old Shet- 
land and Welsh pony. 

“Then, when we see a mare hanging 
around his corral we'll bring her in for 
regular teasing and treatment in prepara- 
tion for the breeding season. We start 
teasing barren mares the middle of Septem- 
ber in all instances,” he said. 

During the breeding season the mares 
are teased every other day. If a mare is 
deemed in condition, she is bred back on 
the ninth day, but Goemans estimated that 
about one-third of the mares skip breeding 
in this heat period. 

Droppings are picked up each day in 
the smali paddocks, as well as in the 
feeding areas of larger ones. The rest 
of the fields are harrowed and irrigated; 
sprinkler heads are attached to outlets in 
underground pipe, and the water carries 
the scattered droppings into the ground. 

Goemans feeds Capper’s at 8 a. m. and 
5 p.m. “It’s got everything in it, plus 
the phenothiazine which we use 20 days 
and then skip 10 days,” he said. Brood: 
mares get some bran and yearlings some 
oats. Alfalfa comes from the Lancaster 
area to the north. 
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Yearlings broken at the farm are stalled 
in September and given 6 to 8 weeks of 
work before being sent to the track for 
continued training. The farm has a fenced 
track just under half a mile. 

Much of the fencing is plank, with black 
Kentucky paint to prevent gnawing. “I 
think 2-by-4 wire mesh. with a plank top. 
is about as good fencing as you can get. 
though.” Goemans said. 

He uses mesh fencing in the 5. stud 
paddocks. each of which has a_ roofed 
shelter open on the south and east sides.

Goemans still is importing breeding 
stock, the latest being *Curragh King’s 
dam, *Early Sunrise. by Sol Oriens— 
Carlia, and *Publication, by Fair Trial—

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AVERAGES AND ODDS 


North American Norms 


The senior Arthur B. Hancock got an 
average of $5,540 for 55 yearlings of 
1943, in the first summer sales at Keene- 
land. For one colt he received the fan- 
tastic price of $66,000. Noting this strong 
demand for Thoroughbred racing stock. 
editor Samuel R. Guard called it to the 
attention of his farmer readers in the 
Breeders’ Gazette, suggesting the interest- 
ing possibility of adding to farm income 
through the exploitation of such an eager 
market. 

The editor had only a paragraph on 
the subject. and the only figure given was 
the average — which was then the highest 
ever attained by the best known and 
most experienced market breeder in the 
field. The implication was that farmers. 


however lacking in experience, knowledge, 


and equipment they might be. should 
take cognizance of the fact that choice 
fat Thoroughbred yearlings were bringing 
about $7 a pound, which was even more 
than could be obtained for choice fat 
steers. 

For this misrepresentation of economic 
probability Sam Guard could share the 
blame with the Thoroughbred breeding 
industry (including its trade journals). 
which always has been more concerned 
with averages than with odds — perhaps 
for the elementary reason that the aver- 
ages are more attractive than the odds. 

As a matter of fact, most Thoroughbred 
breeders do not know the odds of the 
game in which they are engaged, and 
many of them are agnostic by preference. 
like the late Harry Payne Whitney. who 
was reported to have answered a question 
as to the cost of maintaining a racing 
stable with the advice that, if the cost 
made any difference, it was better not to 
have a racing stable. 

Actually the economy of breeding and 
racing is not based on cost accounting or 
any other form of arithmetic. It has so 
many unknown quantities — and so many 
intangible rewards —that even the most 
experienced horsemen cannot make ac- 
curate computations. But the most ex- 
perienced and most successful have a tre- 
mendous advantage based on the greater 
ignorance of the inexperienced. If this 
ignorance is costly, there is still the com- 
fort of Harry Payne Whitney’s philosophy 
that the sport is worth whatever it costs. 
and to this conclusion there can be no 
effective challenge. 

Nevertheless, in view of the perennial 
overproduction of racing stock and the 
devil’s perennial apprehension of the 
hindmost, there should be some element- 
ary knowledge of the odds involved. if 
only for the purpose of counseling a 
neighbor who has read the averages and 
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has begun considering the possibility of 
making his first purchases of breeding 
stock. 

The study presented here is based on 
examination of the records of 843 foals of 
1946, or 12.8 per cent of the approximate- 
ly 6.580 registrations for that year. The 
sample comprises all horses out of mares 
whose names began with A or B, as 
shown in the stud book supplement and 
in additions to the list as reported in the 
Racing Calendar. A dozen imported horses 
were included among the late registra- 
tions; these were allowed to become a 
part of the sample for which results are 
presented, because they are a normal part 
of the American scene and because they 
were responsible for no material distortion 
of the results. (Half of them did not 
race in North America. the other half 
were winners, but not at 2 or 3.) 


1,621 Mares, 843 Foals, 628 Runners .. . 


The ratio of registered foals of 1946 to 
the number of mares bred in 1945 is not 
known, but it is assumed here, on the 
basis of data available in recent years, 
to have been 52 per cent. Thus about 
1.621 mares were bred in 1945 to produce 
the 843 registered foals accounted for in 
the study. There were 628 runners, 438 
winners. The 628 runners by the end of 
1955 had raced a total of 2.426 years, 
made 27.579 


starts. won 3.148 races, 
earned $7.273.183. The averages:

The average earnings per starter per 
year were $2,998. and the earnings index 
for the entire group was 1.19, that is, 19 
per cent higher than the average expecta- 
tion for the years raced. But 83 of the 
runners, or 13.2 per cent of the 628 total. 
were still racing at 9 in 1955, and enough 
of these probably will stay on the tracks 
long enough to bring the group index 
down to about 1.05 or slightly higher. 
The average filly which got to the races 
won 3.60 races, and the colts and geldings 
had an average of 6.27 victories. 

Figures of this sort are likely to get the 
unwary “average breeder” in trouble, if he 
happens to reason that the average repre- 
sents the normal expectation. In horse 
racing the normal expectation always is 
well below the average: the odds can be 
computed only by putting the individual 
horses in various categories and making 
comparisons against the total. The tabula- 
tions presented here are designed to reveal 
normal expectation rather than averages. 

In Table I the odds are shown for 3 
different starting points. When a mare is

bred. there is a 52 per cent chance of a 
live foal, a 38.7 per cent chance for a 
horse which gets to the races, a 27 per cent 
chance of a winner, a 2 per cent chance of 
a stakes winner. If the starting point is a 
group of registered foals, about 3 out of 4 
will race, and 52 per cent may be expected 
to win at least once. About 70 per cent 
of the starters will become winners, and 
about 5.3 per cent will be stakes winners. 


Stakes Winners and High Indexes 


The term “stakes winner” is an over- 
worked and inadequate measure of success, 
as it is used in the United States. It covers 
a range of class which is greater than the 
spread between the Belmont Stakes and 4 
race for maiden fillies at Saratoga. Hence 
Table I includes a line showing the point 
at which the earnings index marks off 
about the same proportion of the equine 
population as does the designation stakes 
winner.

Of 33 stakes winners which happened 
to be included in the sample under study, 
13. or 39.4 per cent, had racing indexes 
of less than 3.00. and 7 of these had indexes 
of less than 2.00, that is, less than twice the 
average earnings of all North American 
starters in the years they raced. At the 
other end of the scale were horses with 
racing indexes of 31.19 (Mr. Busher), 
95.10 (Moonrush), 20.51 (One Hitter), 
19.19 (Lithe). ete. But the midpoint for 
the 33 stakes winners was an index of 4.28 
(Mad Moment). The sample shows 3.9 
per cent as the ratio of stakes winners 
to registered foals. For the entire 1946 
crop of foals the percentage was 3.4,

It may be that the owner gains more 
gratification from victory in a small stakes 
race. but for the breeder concerned with 
making a judgment of probability there 
can be no question that a relatively high 
earnings index is a more trustworthy guide. 


Winners and Earnings 


The designation most often repeated 
in sales catalogues is that of winner, a 
term which, taken by itself without fur- 
ther qualification, is virtually without 
significance. Three out of every 4 males 
which get to the races become winners, 
and nearly 2 out of every 3 females. In- 
sofar as the number of winners is con- 
cerned, the records of the best stud farms 
and the progeny of the best stallions will 
not be appreciably better than the con- 
tinental norm, as indicated by this sample. 

The proportion of winners in a group 
of horses has little relevance to the prob- 
lem of appraising the merit of the group. 
Whether a horse is a winner or a loser 
depends almost entirely on the competition 
he is asked to meet, and this is a measure 
of the trainer, not of the horse. Non- 
Winners, for the most part, are horses 
which left off racing before the trainer or 
owner found the “right race” in the condi- 
tion book,

total of 25.588 starts, an average of 58.42 
starts per winner. The 190 non-winning 
starters raced 1,991 times, an average of 
10.48 starts. Forty per cent of the non- 
winners raced 5 times or less: 60 per 
cent. 9 times or less: 80 per cent. 15 times 
or less. Only 10 per cent made more than 
20 starts. 

It is not to be argued that winners are 
no better than losers, but it can be argued 
from solid grounds that the designation of 
winner is insufficient to imply any special 
merit on the part of a horse. 

The cumulative percentage columns in 
Table II show that 75.5 per cent of colts 
and geldings and 63.3 per cent of fillies 
win at least one race. They also show 
that more than half the males and about 
28 per cent of the females win at least 5 
races each, 


Earning Capacity 


Table III* makes a classification far 
more revealing than the dichotomy of 
winner and non-winner. It shows the 
percentage of starters whose earning capa- 
city was at or below a given level. It 
indicates, for instance. that 29.6 per cent 
of males and 43.1 per cent of females earn 
less than 20 per cent of the expectation 
based on the average distribution per 
runner per year in North America; that 
about one of every 3 males and nearly one 
of every 4 females has an index of 1.00 or 


higher, indicating an earning capacity 
at least equal to the average distribution 
per runner. 

The importance of this tabulation is 
based on the fact that earning capacity 
is the best available measure of racing 
class. and racing class is the best avail- 
able measure of breeding probability, 
assuming there are no critical differences

It is not possible, of course, to set g 
high a standard in the selection of brood. 
mare prospects on the basis of racing class, 
Insofar as the number of their foals jg 
concerned, the top one per cent of male 
race horses corresponds roughly to the top 
30 per cent of females. The indexes for 
the top 30 per cent of fillies range upward 
from .80. that is. from an earnings rate 
equivalent to 80 per cent of the average 
distribution per starter per year. 

The higher up the scale the earnings 
index goes, the higher becomes the prob- 
ability that the race mare will become a 
good producer (The Blood-Horse, Noven- 
ber 29, 1952.) Hence it is important for 
the breeder to know that a mare with a 
racing index of 1.80 or higher is in the 
top 10 per cent; of 1.40 or higher, in the 
top 15 per cent; of 1.00 or higher, in the 
top 24 per cent, etc. 

If race horse breeding were entirely a 
matter of chance, the proportions reported 
here would apply to any breeder; since it 
is only partly a matter of chance, the 
expectation for each breeder differs along 
with differences in heredity and environ.

The number of good 
horses in each crop will be about the same; 
hence, if A, B. and C turn out, say, 5 
times as many good ones as would be 
indicated by chance alone, it follows that 
X. Y. and Z may expect even less success 
than would be indicated by chance. 

In 1946 Calumet Farm registered 32 
foals, of which 28 started and 21 won; 6 
were stakes winners, and 6 (not the same 
6) had earnings indexes above 4.00. The 
crop included Ponder, Two Lea, Wistful. 
Risk a Whirl, and De Luxe. The 28 run- 
ners earned, in 113 starter-years, $1.550.- 
711. or $13,723 per starter per year. as 
compared with $2,998 for the sample upon 
which the accompanying study is based. 
The earnings index for the group, through 
1955. was 5.66, as compared with 1.19 for 
the sample. 

The Greentree Stud crop of 1946 prob- 
ably was nearly as good as Calumet’s 
though the calculation has not been made. 
For every success registered by Calumet or 
Greentree or another established stud 
stocked with good stallions and brood- 
mares. there is a corresponding lengthening 
of the odds against the chance of a success 
from other sources. 

Horse breeders usually are less realistic 
than, for instance. players at craps; they 
tend to confuse predictions of probability 
with individual predictions, and, if the 
records of individuals vary from their 


expectation, they tend to dismiss the prob- 
abilities as non-existent. The crap-shoot- 
er, on the other hand, even if he throws 
a series of “boxcars” and “snake-eyes,” 
remains thoroughly aware that the highest 
probability is that he will throw a 7. In 
race horse breeding the odds still are 
largely unknown; the figures given here 
may help to establish them.

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‘long history of frustration in trying to 
train the horse. which had shown evidence 
of class as a 3-year-old, he said. The 
horse lost his form completely, breaking 
into a gallop whenever under pressure for 
speed, particularly on turns. The trainer 
had treated him with internal blisters fo; 
soreness over the back, pin-fired both hind 
ankles. feather-fired both hind tendons. 
pin-fired for non-existent jacks and curbs, 
Nothing helped. The horse would trot flat 
until he reached a turn, then, the trainer 
said, “he’d try to put his hind feet in my 
pockets.” 

Cases like these. and with a hundred 
other symptoms which led to no satis. 
factory diagnosis, have plagued horse. 
men and veterinarians for years. Some. 
times the horse appeared to be sore jn 
the back (trainers frequently made their 
own diagnosis: kidney trouble) or lame 
in the stifle, but usually it was impossible 
to discover where the trouble was; some. 
times he was not sore, just had “no 
wallop.” Treatment for these vague cases 
usually was on the basis of a wild guess, 
In recent years it has included internal 
blisters, ultrasonic therapy, firing, ACTH, 
and cortisone—all used with negative 
results. At least one trainer has had 
several horses pin-fired over the back. 

It was not until the summer of 1956 that 
veterinarians began to diagnose these cases 
correctly. In the July first issue of the 
American Veterinary Medical Journal Dr. 
R. L. Lundvall, assistant professor of 
large animal surgery at Iowa State Col- 
lege. published an article in which he gave 
the first account of stifle lameness result 
ing from broken fibulas. From Lund- 
vall’s article veterinarians learned to aim 
their X-ray cameras at such an angle as to 
separate the slight and fragile fibula from 
the massive tibia, and already they have 
turned up hundreds of pictures showing 
fibular fractures. 

By the time the all-fired 6-year-old 
trotter came to his attention in September 
Dr. Foley had devised a_ preliminary 
diagnostic test which usually was confirm. 
ed by X-ray pictures. He began stroking 
the animal over the back, gently at first, 
and as the horse became accustomed to 
the rubbing the veterinarian gradually in- 
creased the pressure. Finally, with 2 
fingers pressing on one side of the back- 
bone and the thumb on the other, he slowly 
moved his hand backward from a point 
near the withers. Under firm pressure the 
horse flinched, and when the pressure was 
continued he began to kick. 

Foley was making a__ long-distance 
diagnosis by pressing on the vertebral 
attachment of the fascia lata, a deep 
tendinous muscle which angles downward 
to a posterior attachment at the stifie joint. 
X-ray photographs confirmed his first 
guess; the fibulas on both sides were 
broken, and the horse was destroyed.

Dr. Alex T. Harthill, of Louisville, got 
around to X-raying the yearling with the 
mysterious balkiness. He found what he 
had suspected since the publication of the 
Lundvall article: one fibula was broken in 
2 places, the central portion widely separ- 
ated from both ends of the bone, and the 
other had a single fracture. 


The large number of cases turned up in 
less than 3 months suggests that the 
fibula, which previously had been given 
little attention, is one of the most vulner- 
able parts of equine anatomy. Dr. Thomas 
FE. Dunkin has estimated. in an article in 
Hoof Beats, “that probably 65-70% of 
all ‘lameness in the back and_ stifle’ is 
caused by a fracture of one or both fibula 
bones.” Dr. Foley said he had found “25 
or 30 cases in the last 2 months.” One 
Eastern practitioner is reperted to have 
found broken fibulas in each of 19 succes- 
sive cases in which he X-rayed the stifle. 
Veterinarians in the central Kentucky 
horse breeding area, returning to cases 
which previously had left them baffled, 
are beginning to accumulate small stacks 
of X-ray pictures of broken fibulas. 

The fibula is a thin, long, weak bone 
attached at both ends to the tibia (which 
extends from the stifle joint to the hock). 
In the early ancestors of the horse it was as 
long as the much larger tibia, but evolu- 
tion has brought about a gradual attenua- 
tion; the shaft now is a slender rod, usual- 


ly about half the length of the tibia, to 
which the pointed extremity is fused, 
Occasionally the shaft fails to develop a 
all, except for a short stub. 


The lateral (outside) surface of the 
fibula is roughened to provide an exten. 
sive attachment for the ligament which ties 
it to the tibia and femur. The fact that 
many X-ray pictures have shown multiple 
breaks in the slender shaft of the fibula 
suggests that the ligament sometimes has 
pulled loose a section of the shaft. Multiple 
breaks are more common than single, 
according to Dr. Foley. If the fracture js 
single. it is usually an inch or so below 
the head of the bone: if multiple, the 
second break ordinarily is another inch or 
so farther down the shaft. Dr. Harthill 
has found one case of longitudinal fracture, 

Dr. Lundvall. in reviewing “38 consecy- 
tive cases.” of which 30 were Standard. 
bred horses and only 2 were Thorough 
breds. had reported: 

“The history presented with these cases 
generally follows typical pattem. 
Usually. the lameness appeared suddenly, 
following a race or a fast workout. Several 
animals developed the lameness during a 
race. In only 2 instances was there a 
history of a definite injury; 1! horse was 
known to have been kicked bv another and 
1 became lame following casting. After 
a varying period of rest, the animal would 
improve and be brought up to racing form

ed for diagnosis or treatment. or both, 
with the request that they be treated for a 
‘sore back’ or ‘kidney trouble.’ In some 
animals, the myositis had persisted for 
several months. The animals were never 
able to race in as good time as they had 
shown previous to the appearance of 
symptoms.” 

Veterinarians now are making what they 


call a “guarded prognosis” for cases of 
fibula fracture; not enough time has 
elapsed since the condition was first 


described for them to determine whether 
some cases may be treated successfully. 
Up to now they have observed no improve- 
ment in any case. The best hope. they 
think, lies in quick diagnosis. If the 
fracture is apprehended soon after it 
occurs, they suggest complete rest, with a 
minimum of movement. for at least 3 
months, and a feed supplement emphasiz- 
ing calcium, phosphorus, and vitamins A 
and D. 

There is a chance that in some cases the 
fracture may heal. At the moment the 
possibility of recovery appears remote. Dr. 
Lundvall had 2 discouraging conclusions: 


“The fractures show little tendency to 
heal. 

“Animals may be raced with fractured 
fibulas, but they rarely attain the speed 
shown prior to the injury.” 

However, it is the observation of Dr. 
Charles E. Hagyard, of Lexington, that 
recovery has taken place in most of the 
cases of stifle lameness in his long practice. 
Whether this observation is pertinent to 
the problem of fibular fracture remains to 


be discovered. J. A. E. 


Report on Abortion Study 


The Department of Animal Pathology, 
University of Kentucky, each year submits 
to the Grayson Foundation a_ progress 
report on projects which the Foundation 
has been supporting relative to equine 
virus abortion. Portions of the 1956 
report are given below. 


There were 10 abortions due to virus 
infection on 5 farms in central Kentucky. 
Two farms had 3 abortions each, one farm 
had 2 abortions. and 2 farms had one 
abortion each. Virus-infected fetuses were 
submitted from 3 farms in Ohio. 

The laboratory prepared approximately 
30.000 doses of vaccine from hamster 
tissue and 6.000 doses from equine fetal 
tissue for field use. Local vaccinations 
were made entirely with hamster tissue 
vaccine, and equine tissue vaccine was 


supplied for out-of-state requests. This 
procedure was used because of inadequate 
supply of hamster tissue vaccine and jp. 
ability to follow results of vaccination out. 
side central Kentucky. 


Of the 10 local abortions, 9 were by 
vaccinated mares, but this figure provides 
no basis for evaluating the vaccine, as 
nearly all mares in the area were vaccin. 
ated. 

The incidence of viral abortions, 10 op 
5 farms for 1956, was quite low, as 
compared with 51 abortions on 19 farms in 
1955. 51 abortions on 20 farms in 1954. 
26 abortions on 10 farms in 1953, 45 abor. 
tions on 24 farms in 1952, and 48 abortions 
on 8 farms in 1951. 

It is not known if the low incidence 
for this year is due to protection by the 
vaccine or if it is due to a low point in an 
infection cycle. Records accumulated since 
1943 show a cyclical incidence with a 
remission in the number of abortions about 
every third year. 

No formal research is being conducted 
on [hemolytic diseases of foals], but we 
perform diagnostic blood-matching 
service for handling sensitized mares in 
this area. Circumstances indicate that 
replacing the equine fetal tissue vaccine 
with hamster tissue vaccine has had a 
favorable influence on the incidence of 
hemolytic disease. The number of cases 
coming to our attention this year was

Sixteen pregnant mares were used for 
maintaining equine passage of various 
yirus strains. 

The vaccine for field use was a 20-per- 
cent suspension of hamster liver in saline 
containing .3 per cent formalin. The 
vaccine Was used in pregnant mares for 
control of abortion and in weanlings to 
its influence on the respiratory 
disease caused by this virus. Clinical 
results with the weanlings were inconclu- 
sive. In some instances the trials were 
invalidated by apparent prior infection 
and by subsequent occurrence of respira- 
tory disturbance other than abortion virus 
infection. 

Growth characteristics of the virus in 
hamsters were studied in an effort to 
obtain information on economy of virus 
production in this host. 

Investigation of possible relationship of 
the abortive virus to viruses of the mumps, 
Newcastle disease, and influenza groups 
was concluded. There were no serologic 
or cross-immunity relations between the 
abortion virus and influenza A, A!, B, C, or 
swine influenza, Newcastle disease virus, 
mumps virus, or the Sendai strain of infant 
pneumonitis virus. 


The Influenzas Renamed 


Phases of investigation related to trans- 
mission of a newly isolated [equine 
arteritis] virus and comparison of it to the 
abortion virus, including cross-protection 
tests, serologic tests, hematology, and 
pathology, were completed and manuscripts 
describing these finds were prepared for 
publication. (Details will appear in the 
January. 1957, issue of the Cornell Veterin- 
arian.) The special lesion caused by the 
newly isolated virus is a degeneration and 
necrosis of small arteries. The lesion 
appears to occur in all parts of the vascular 
system. Most of the symptoms and other 
lesions appear to be derived from damage 
to the arteries and impaired circulation 
of the blood. Another phase of this study 
included a review of the pathology of the 
disease produced by the abortion virus, in 
which the most important lesions are a 
rhinitis and pneumonitis. It was evident 
that neither virus is related to the in- 
fluenza viruses of man and swine. 

A study of literature on “equine in- 
fluenza” indicated that the disease as 
described probably includes the infection 
caused by each virus, a variety of bacterial 
infections and complications, and possibly 
conditions of unknown etiology. At least 
2 distinct and unrelated viruses are in- 
volved in the complex disorders described 
under the term “influenza.” In an effort 
to clarify this situation, it has been pro- 
posed that use of the term “influenza” be 
discontinued in describing respiratory 
diseases of horses and that each virus and 
the disease caused by it be identified by

The X-ray photographs 
taken there showed what one veterinarian 
called “as bad a fracture as I ever saw,” a 
wide separation in the pedal bone, extend- 
ing upward into the joint.

Neither did Clifford Mooers, who in July 
telegraphed the Seattle firm of Johnson 
and Higgins, which had placed the insur- 
ance, that Adams “does not want to collect 
money in this manner and prefers to give 
the horse a life of ease as a pet. but he 
does abhor the policy of insurance 
companies who insist on destruction be- 
fore payment.” 

The discussion closed with a part pay- 
ment. reported to have been but half the 
face value of the policy, and the repre- 
sentatives of Lloyds of London yielded to 
Adams’ request that the colt be allowed 
to remain alive. Nalur. wearing a bar 
shoe. now is quietly grazing one of the 
paddocks at Walnut Springs Farm.

A Case for 1957 


On page 801 of your issue of September 
29, there is some stuff about where the 
economy is going in 1956-1957. Since 
every economist is entitled to his own 
opinion, here are some of mine which 
tend to disagree with those of Mr. Novick. 

My disagreements with the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Novick are based upon 
the following reasons. 

Based on increased wages. construction. 
capital expenditures, and a_ pick-up in 
automobile sales, the last quarter of this 
year will be the best we have seen. There 
is strong evidence to support the view that 
1957 will register some moderate gains 
over 1956. Part of the gains will be in 
increased prices, but part will be in 
actual production. 

Concern is expressed by Mr. Novick with 
respect to inventory accumulation. I’m 
sure he is aware that the 2 principal 
areas of trouble. steel and new-car stocks. 
have been liquidated this year. Further. 
some accumulation of inventories on 
balance is a logical accompaniment of 
“orowth.” More to the point, inventory 
figures by themselves don’t mean anything: 
they must be viewed in the light of sales. 
orders, and order backlogs. On_ this 


basis, accepted inventory ratios are no 
out of line. 

With respect to high consumer credit, | 
should like to correct some misconceptions, 
1) Consumer credit will continue to jp. 
crease as a natural part of our economi 
growth. 2) The significant relationship js 
NET extension of installment debt, name. 
ly the gap between consumer borrowing 
and repayments. A cycle of more or lex 
regular and discernable character has bee, 
in the process of correction since the lay 
quarter of 1955. 3) There has been ; 
frequently overlooked substantial rise jy 
consumers’ liquid and non-liquid assets 
which has accompanied the rise in person. 
al debt since the end of the war. 

The Federal Reserve policy has uw. 
questionably been some restraint to infla 
tion in certain areas. which is precisely 
what it was intended to accomplish. In 
terms of men, money. and materials, 
strong case can be made that the United 
States economy during 1956 has been 
operating pretty close to capacity. The 
Federal Reserve policy has been designed 
to restrain excessive bidding for goods and 
services that would not necessarily produce 
more of the same, but merely push up 
prices on the supply we have—in shor.

More Than One Success 


Parts. The highest moment in the his 
tory of international racing was occa. 
sioned by the 1956 running of the Prix 
de VAre de Triomphe. The most emi. 
nent sportsmen of Europe greeted the 
American runners extended bes 
wishes to their connections. Mr. and 
Mrs. C. V. Whitney were guests of honor 
at a special party organized by the Societe 
d’Encouragement. Ivor Balding, Sylves. 
ter Veitch, Eddie Arcaro, and Sam Boul. 
metis were almost drowned in a flood of 
newspapermen. 

Meanwhile, John D. Schapiro, of 
Laurel, was made a chevalier du merite 
agricole (knight of agricultural merit) be. 
fore addressing the Are de Triomphe 
dinner on the subject of international 
racing. On October 7 America’s leading 
spirits in international racing were 
brought together for the Are de Triomphe 
running, Schapiro in one of Marcel Bous- 
sac’s boxes, the Whitney party in the 
other. 

On the Saturday program the good Irish 
2-year-old Skindles Hotel (Maharaj Ku 
mar—Lady Almoner, by Concerto) took 
the 5-furlong Prix d’Arenberg, half a 
length in front of an American-owned, 
British-sired, French-bred colt, R. B. 
Strassburger’s Wayne (Petition—Aurelie, 
by Teleferique). An Austrian 4-year-old 
ran the same day, and on the Sunday, 
aside from the Arc de Triomphe, there 
were Belgian, German, English, and 
American runners. The honors went to 
the U. S. when Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s 
2-year-old filly Beactive (Johns Joy— 
Providence, by *Easton), already a Long: 
champ winner, took the 614-furlong Prix 
de la Cascade, a nursery handicap worth 
a million francs. But everything was in: 
cidental to the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe. 


The Arc de Triomphe Field 


Fisherman and Career Boy were the 
first visiting horses to arrive at Long 
champ, a week before the race. They did 
small work, and appeared to experience 
no distress from climbing and descending 
the hill. Their jockeys had trial rides be 
fore the big race, both mounting French 
horses in the second race on the Sunday 
program. Arcaro was unseated at the 
start, and Boulmetis finished third. In the 
sixth race Arcaro tried again; after 4 
slow start he drove to the front very 
quickly and was still leading as they came 
into the straight, but his mount faltered 
in the last 200 yards. 

Ribot and a stablemate arrived from 
Milan on Tuesday and were stabled next 
to the American horses. The last visitors 


The Blood-Horse 
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to reach the course were the 5-year-old 
Zarathustra and the 3-year-old Talgo, both 
yinners of the Irish Derby. Zarathustra 
had won the Goodwood Cup this year, 
and Talgo in his last race had finished 
fourth in the Doncaster St. Leger. There 
was also the Irish-bred, French-trained 
Cobetto, *Tulyar’s 4-year-old half-brother, 
winner of the 114-mile Coupe de Mai- 
sons-Laffitte in his last start. 

The 14 French horses arrayed against 
the 6 foreigners included Apollonia 
(Poule d’Essai and Prix de Diane win- 
ner), Sicarelle (Oaks), Vattel (Grand 
Prix de Paris), Arabian (Prix Royal 
Qak). Tanerko (Prix Noailles, Lupin), 
Ambiax (Prix Daru), Master Boing (Prix 
Maurice de Nieuil), and the Grand Prix 
de St. Cleud dead-heaters Oroso and 
Burgos. 

Ribot was favorite at 3 to 5, with 
Apollonia at 27 to 4, Tanerko at 8 to 1. 
The Volterra entry of Vattel and Sicarelle 
was next at 11 to 1, Arabian 19 to 1, the 
Whitney entry 21 to 1, and Talgo among 
the outsiders at 100 to 1 in the totalizator 
pool. 

The going was heavy and the weather 
dull, but there was a big crowd, and the 
record for the pari-mutuel was broken, 
with 734 million frances for the 6 races. 
The horses were quiet in the parade, and 
the most impressive canters were those of 
Ribot, Fisherman, Tanerko, and Apollonia.

The start was made at once, and Fisher- 
man took up his appointed task of making 
the pace, followed in order by Norfolk, 
Ribot, Master Boing, Fric, Apollonia, 
Career Boy, and Talgo. After a quarter- 
mile, Tanerko and Apollonia moved up to 
fourth and fifth positions. Fisherman got 
up the hill and down at the same hard 
pace, always with Norfolk and Ribot next 
behind him. At the last turn Norfolk and 
Apollonia were weakening, Ribot gaining. 
As_ soon as they were in the straight Camici 
allowed the favorite to run, and the others 
for a moment appeared to be standing 
still. Fisherman was passed in an instant, 
and Ribot moved farther and farther away 
as they approached the post. 


Poor Tanerko might have gained the 
second place but for his hopeless and 
exhausting effort to stay with Ribot as the 
latter moved into the lead. The effort 
proved to much for him, and in the last 
furlong he gave way to Talgo. In another 
stride he would have lost third place to 
Career Boy, which had begun his run a 
little later than Talgo. 


The Best in the World 


Thanks to Fisherman, the race was truly 
run, and it set Ribot among the equine 
immortals. The 1955 Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe had revealed him as the best in 
Europe; the 1956 running confirmed him 
as the best in the world. Talgo, the colt 
he beat by 6 lengths, had won the Irish 
Derby, 6 lengths ahead of the Epsom 
Derby third. Tanerko, 2 lengths behind 
Talgo in the Are de Triomphe, had been 
third in the Prix du Jockey Club, 444 
lengths behind Philius. Career Boy had 
lost the Belmont Stakes to Needles by a 
neck. It can be inferred that if the English, 
French, and American Derby winners had 
been at Longchamp, they might have 
finished in the space of 8 lengths between 
Ribot and Career Boy, but none of them 
could have beaten Ribot, which is certain- 
ly the greatest horse bred by the late 
Federico Tesio.
